MEDICAL  OFFICER’S  REPORT 


FOR  1908. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  leave  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  1908,  which 
is  the  32nd  I  have  made  for  the  Swadlincote  Urban  District, 
and  the  15th  since  the  amalgamation  of  the  Gresley  and 
Newhall  Wards. 

The  estimate  population  of  the  District  up  to  the  middle  of 
last  year  was  20,164.  The  number  of  deaths  in  the  District 
was  236,  122  males  and  114  females,  giving  a  death-rate  of 
ii*2o  per  1,000. 

Eight  deaths  of  males  and  two  deaths  of  females  belonging 
to  the  District,  but  whose  deaths  took  place  outside  brings  the 
total  deaths  up  to  246,  giving  a  death-rate  of  12*19  Per 
1,000

In  all  77  cases  were  notified  to  me  during  the  year.  The 
disease  never  assumed  an  epidemic  form,  but  one  death  was 
registered  from  this  cause. 

Two  cases  were  notified  to  me  during  the  year,  and  two 
deaths  were  registered  from  this  cause. 

Twenty  cases  were  notified  to  me  during  the  year. 

The  epidemic  of  Measles  persisted  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year,  and  15  deaths  were  registered  from  this  cause.

Thirteen  deaths  were  registered  from  this  cause. 


Forty-eight  deaths  were  registered  from  these  causes. 


Fourteen  deaths  were  registered  from  this  cause.  One 
application  was  made  for  the  disinfection  of  the  premises  of 
the  deceased. 

Eight  deaths  occurred  under  these  heads. 


Seven  deaths  only  were  registered  from  these  causes. 

Seven  cases  were  reported  to  me  during  the  year,  and  two 
deaths  occurred  from  these  causes. 

One  case  was  reported  to  me  during  the  year. 

I  am  again  pleased  to  say  that  in  every  instance  I  was  ably 
assisted  by  your  Sanitary  Inspector — whose  report  I  herewith 
attach— in  the  matter  of  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  the 

different  diseases. 

A  thorough  inspection  of  these  has  been  made  by  me,  and  I 
am  able  to  report  that  their  sanitary  condition  throughout  the 
district  is  satisfactory. 

Of  these  also  I  am  able  to  report  a  satisfactory  sanitary  con¬ 
dition.  I  would  again  ask  the  Council’s  consideration  as  to  the 
advisability  of  providing  a  public  slaughter-house  for  the 
district.

Of  these  we  have  none  in  the  district. 

I  have  systematically  visited  the  factories  and  workshops 
throughout  the  district,  and  find  that  in  the  matter  of  ait- 
space,  cleanliness,  ventilation,  and  other  conditions  specified 
under  the  Act,  they  are  in  a  satisfactory  state. 

Two  cases  of  overcrowding  have  been  noticed  during  the 
year  ;  in  each  the  nuisance  was  abated. 

Has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

The  sewerage  system  is  working  satisfactorily  and  the 
scavenging  equally  so. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  the  continued  increase  in  the 
number  of  water-closets  in  the  district. 

I  would  again  call  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the  necessity 
of  providing  an  Infectious  Hospital  for  the  district. 

I  have  made  my  usual  periodic  and  systematic  inspection  of 
the  district,  including  cowsheds  and  dairies,  and  have  found 
them  in  a  satisfactory  condition  ;  this  likewise  applies  to  bake¬ 
houses. 

The  medical  inspection  of  school  children  has  been  carried  out 
by  an  Inspector  appointed  by  the  County  Council,  under  the 
Education  Provisions’  Act,  1907,  for  which  the  County 
Council  are  the  local  authority. 

I  have  by  monthly  reports,  and  otherwise  informed  you  as  to. 
the  health  of  the  district. 
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No  case  of  diseased  meat  was  offered  for  sale,  and  no  occasion 
arose  to  take  proceedings  under  the  Adulteration  of  Foods  Act 
or  in  the  matter  of  offensive  trades.
